Writes of Life at Sea 

“Sailor, the Bitter Years,” 
byDragutin “Charles”Domac. 

(Boxwood Press, 203 pages, $13.95) 

Charles Domac of Pacific Grove has written a 
work of fiction which obviously is mostly auto¬ 
biographical: He is a retired merchant seaman, a 
graduate of the Yugoslav Maritime Academy who 
served as second mate on Dutch and Norwegian 
ships during World War II and who also served in 
the U.S. Merchant Marines as mate and master 
until 1954. 

The principal character in “Sailor” is Vladimir 
Petrovich, who relates first-person his experi¬ 
ences in his homeland of Yugoslavia, back and 
forth across the Mediterranean, into the Baltic, 
aboard convoy ships in WWII dodging Nazi U- 
boats in the North Atlantic and in the many 
ports of call along the way. 

"Sailor” is not really a novel, though it is 
offered in that form. It is an "umbrella” for a 
series of penetrating vignettes that evoke for 
the reader the feel of the long-haul sea voyages, 
the monotony of the gray nights and days, the 
tensions — both nationalistic and ethnic — 
among the diverse crews which are made more 
acute by the close quarters and lack of commu¬ 
nication. 

And, of course, Domac has a special feel for 
Yugoslavia and its people. His portrait of Petro¬ 
vich's father (his own?) is especially fine, told 
mostly through the son’s feelings about him. 

The 1940’s political situation in that country 
also is illuminated in several incidents —including 
the suspenseful concludng chapters, which let 
the reader know why Domac is now living in 
the United States . . . within sight and sound of 
the ocean.

Charles Domac 
Releases New Novel 

P acific Grove's Charles Domac, who 
grew up in Yugoslavia, has spent his 
life as a seaman and a writer. It sounds 
romantic, but his newly released book Sailor, 
from Boxwood Press, Pacific Grove dispels 
all such illusions. Domac published his first 
short story when he was 17 and continued to 
write mostly about the sea for a number of 
Yugoslavian newspapers and periodicals. 
Later, as he traveled the world, his stories of 
life in the merchant marine during World 
War II and his escape from France following 
German occupation were published in Ameri¬ 
can and British newspapers and literary 
magazines. Sailor is his third novel. 

In this epic first-person account of life on 
the seas during World War II, seamen from 
Nazi-occupied countries serve on board 
British, Norwegian, and Dutch Ships. When 
German submarines come perilously close to 
breaking the lifeline that keeps British people 
in food and the Allied armies in troops, tanks, 
and planes, these men, sharing no common 
language, man Allied ships and keep them 
afloat. The efforts of these displaced seamen 
help make Allied shipping and, ultimately. 
Allied victory possible.Thcse men are robbed 
of their families and their homelands. Many 
die in silence and are buried in the cold grave 
of the North Atlantic. There are no taps 
played and no medals handed out for their 
bravery.

Against this grim background as cold and 
grey as only the sea can be, Domac sketches a 
varied palette of colorful and lively, good 
humored and desperate characters which 
keep the book breathing with life and animated 
with the inner light of reality. 

There are not many men alive who could

WORK INJURIES FAMILY CARE AUTO INJURIES 
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Savina — 

A suburb east of Herceg-Novi. 

Savina monastery has three churches. The two 
smaller churches dedicated to the Assumption and St 
Sava of Serbia are older, while the cathedral church, 
also dedicated to the Assumption, was completed 
towards the end of the 18th century. 

The church of the Assumption is a single-nave 
Gothic building with a semicircular altar apse. 
Extensions were made in the 19th century, and it later 
acquired a belfry. The church is small (10m long and 
6m wide). 

There is a considerable amount of conjecture 
regarding its age. Although oral tradition associates its 
foundation with 1030, until recently it was assumed 
that the church was built in the 17th century when 
Savina monastery was first cited in historical records. 
However, some recently discovered frescoes (plus an 
inscription dated 1565) and older frescoes found 
underneath have advanced this date to the mid-15th 
century. Thus the church probably originated during 
the rule of the Kosaca feudal lords, one of them being 
its founder. Comparative analysis has established that 
the earliest frescoes were done by Lovro Dobricevic, an 
artist from Kotor, in the mid-15th century, probably 
commissioned by Herceg Stefan. 

The church of St Sava t smaller but similar to the 
church of the Assumption, stands on a rise outside the 


monastery gates and probably dates from the period 
when the monastery was first established. The church 
has a single nave, belfry, and a 19th-century portico. 
It enjoys the status of parish church. 

The cathedral church of the Assumption is a 
single-nave bidding with a semicircular altar apse, an 
octagonal dome and four-storeyed bell-tower on the 
west. It was built in a mixture of styles, begun during 
the incumbency of Archimandrite Danilo Rajovic in 
1777 and completed in 1799, by builder Nikola Foretic 
of Korcula. 

Savina monastery has a splendid treasury 
containing a shroud from TvrdoS monastery and a 
number of other precious items which Bishop Lju- 
bibratic brought from Herzegovina in the late 17th 
century. Also worthy of scrutiny are the reliquaries, 
church plate, bound gospels, manuscripts, royal 
charters from Serbian kings, and other objects of 
cultural and historical interest. 

The church of St Anne was built by the Spanish 
between 1538 and 1539 on the foundations of a church 
dedicated to St Paraskeve. Demolished several times, 
it was rebuilt by the Nikicevic family, descendants 
of Ferante Gonzaga, Spanish commander of Herceg- 
Novi, who was buried in the church.

TULARE FARM SHOW 


The following article about the Tulare 
Farm Show was submitted by Mrs. Yaka 
Lipanovich Bacina . Although it docs not 
relate directly to YA CO and our mem hers, 
we are including it because of its emphasis 
on Agriculture (especially reference to the 
antique farm equipment they displayed, 
much as our local Historical Association’s 
Agricultural History project museum will 
do), since so many of Y'ACO's members 
are involved in farming t and because the 
not THAT Gary Patton!) is tied to local 
YACO members as Mrs. Basina's son-in- 
law (and brother-in-law of YACO mem¬ 
ber Tony Lipanovich). 


Farm equipment dealers from 
across the country are corning to 
the California Farm Equipment 
Show and International Exposition 
optimistic about 1988 sales. 

Their upbeat attitudes coincide 
with a U.S. Agriculture Department 
report that concluded “the long 
downturn in farm machinery sales 
may be nearing an end.” 

Every February since 1968, farm¬ 
ers and others involved in agricul¬ 
ture have made the trek to Tulare to 
see the latest developments in farm 
machinery and technology. They 
came from small family farms in the 
northern and southern regions of 
the state and from big corporate 
operations on the west side of the 
San Joaquin Valley. Farmers visited 
from others states and 32 foreign 
countries, too. 


Last year, Gary Patton, manager 
of the Tulare farm equipment show, 
was intent on keeping the show 
from losing money for the fifth 
straight year. 

He was successful in grand fash¬ 
ion. The California Farm Equip¬ 
ment Show and International Ex¬ 
position turned a tidy $156,167 profit 
in 1987, easily erasing a $101,364 
debt. 

When Patton took the jub as show 
manager two-and-a-half years ago, 
he decided to build a solid base, 
then slowly build up the sides. He's 
stuck to that plan and it seems to be 
paying off. 

“It’s only realistic with an opera¬ 
tion like this. 1 ' he said. “You build 
slowly or you don’t build at all.” 

Patton compared the farm show 
to a middle income family with 
§10,000 to $15,000 in the bank. 

“We’re in good shape, but we re¬ 
ally can’t afford heart surgery,” he 
said. 

Major manufacturers often use 
the Tulare show to preview their 
newest equipment. Numerous trac¬ 
tors and harvesters have made their 
official debut at the CFES in Tulare. 
Last year one of the hottest items 
was the new Caterpillar Challenger 
65, the first crawler with a rubber 
track. This year Case International’s 
Magnum line of tractors is a fea¬ 
ture. 

. A new feature of the equipment 
show is that antique tractors and 
other old farm machinery will be 
placed around the grounds. The dis^ 
play will contrast sharply with the 
massive showing of the modern 
farm equipment valued at more 
than $90 million. 

One of the trademarks of the Tu¬ 
lare farm show has been its interna¬ 
tional flavor. Some years more than 
a dozen nations participated. But 
more recently the “official” partici¬ 
pation by foreign countries has de¬ 
clined considerably. 

“In years past, foreign nations got 
involved in the show initially to find 
distributors in the United States 
who would‘be dealers for their 
equipment,” said Gary D. Patton, 
farm show'manager. “They were 
successful and therefore the U.S. 
distributors of foreign equipment 
now carry on the Tulare farm show 
tradition as individual businesses.” 

Patton said the weakened U.S. 
dollar overseas also has hurt partici¬ 
pation by foreign countries. “Italy 
cut the size of its exhibit here in 
half when the dollar took a dive,” 
he said. 

As to the future, Patton said the 
board is looking for “slow and 
steady growth” the next few years.

' 1 'he Man behind the Show 



n n September 1985, when Gary Patton 

j signed on as manager and executive 
(j director of the Tulare farm show, it was 
a homecoming of sorts. The 51-year-old 
was bom and raised in nearby Porterville, 
w hich he left at the age of 19 to seek an 
education and career. The 30 intervening 
years of job experiences earned him the 
recommendation of a national executive 
search firm for the Tulare job. He im¬ 
pressed the local interviewing committee 
and topped the final field of sue candidates. 

Patton feels that his background in pub¬ 
lic administration, facility management, 
and parks and recreation, together with 
his experience of working with volunteer 
groups, has prepped him well for the Tu¬ 
lare post. 

For the 12 years prior to joining the 
equipment show, Patton held a manage¬ 
ment position with San Bernardino County 
in which he directed a MO million expan¬ 
sion to the park system. It included the 
Calico Ghost Town tourism complex, a 
Colorado River marina, several small lakes, 
water slides, three equestrian centers, and 
a small convention center. Under his guid¬ 
ance, annual revenues to the parks de¬ 
partment increased from $300,000 to $2 
million, A joint endeavor with Apple Com¬ 
puter inventor Steven Wozniak in produc¬ 
ing two US Festivals netted the county an 
additional $1 million. Patton was also in¬ 
fluential in bringing the 1984 Olympic 
Games shooting events to San Bernar¬ 
dino County. 

Looking to the future, Patton sees the 
need to develop objective goals for the 
150-acre show site and attract other events 
to the facility for more year-round use. 
Paving the way is the recent consolidation 
of the two corporations responsible for the 
show and grounds into one board under 
the name International Agri-Center Inc. 


Porterville native Gary Patton has been 
show manager since September 1985, 

A fund drive to provide trees, grass, land¬ 
scaping, and permanent rest rooms is al¬ 
ready under way. The first phase is designed 
to raise 5100,000 over the next three years. 
Ultimately, the goal is to fund approximately 
$8.7 million in improvements to the Interna¬ 
tional Agri-Center over the next 15 years. 
This will include $1.4 million for utilities 
and streets, $3.5 million for major struc¬ 
tures, $2.3 million for support structures 
such as food service areas and entry gates, 
and $1.5 million for landscaping. 

As for attracting other trade shows, the 
International Agri-Center staged the first’ 
Golden Harvest Festival Truck and Road 
Show last October. Although it was a small 
event, Patton foresees that it will become a 
popular addition to the showground’s an¬ 
nual calendar.
